The record on gpped isdefined in FRAP 10(a). There are four options available for preparing the record on
appedl indl attorney-handled dvil appedls. See 8th Cir. R. 30A(b); FRAP 10(d); 30. It may be used asaguide
in Tax Court appeds and agency cases.

1. AGREED STATEMENT: In lieu of an appendix, prepare according to FRAP 10(d); 8th Cir. R.
30A(b)(2).

2. JOINT APPENDIX: Prepared according to FRAP 30(a) & (b); 8th Cir. R. 30A(b)(2). Appdlant must
file three copies of the appendix with the brief. For deferred appendix, see FRAP 30(C).

3. SEPARATE APPENDICES:. Patiesmay file separate appendiceswith their briefs. 8th Cir. R. 30A(b)(3).
Appelees may not duplicate materia contained in Appelant’s gppendix. Appendices must conformto
FRAP 32(b).

4. SUPPLEMENTAL APPENDICES: Partiesmay agreeto submit additiona materidsnot origindly included
in joint gppendix. Absent an agreement, either party may file amotionfor the court to direct the district
court to transmit additiona portions of the record.

EXCEPTIONSVARIATIONS:

Civil Appealswith Appointed Counsal: Regppointed trial counsdl prepares an gppendix. Newly-
appointed counsd designates the parts of the record for review on apped, serves copies of the designation on
both courts and opposing counsdl; appellee counter designates; the didtrict clerk prepares the record from the
designations for filing with this court.

Agency Cases. The agency submits the entirerecord, certified lit, or parts designated by the parties.
See FRAP 17(b). Counsdl may, by stipulation, supply omissonsor correct misstatements. See FRAP 16(b).
Counsdl may include relevant portions of the agency record for review in an gppendix. See 8th Cir. R.
30A(b)(4).

Social Security Cases: Three copiesofthe entire adminigrative agency record must befiledinaddition
to an appendix. 8th Cir. R. 30A(a)(2).

NUMBERS OF COPIES REQUIRED: Three copies of the gppendix (regardiess of the option chosen),
indexed, and consecutively paginated, with white covers are required. See 8th Cir. R. 30A(b). Serviceis
required. See FRAP 30(a)(3).

TRANSCRIPT AND EXHIBITS: Counsd must ensuretimely transmission to this court by the digtrict clerk.
See FRAP 10(b); 8thCir. R. 10A(8). Failure of appellant to provide the transcript may result indismissa of the
apped. In civil cases, the transcript must be ordered within ten days of filing the notice of apped. Incrimind
cases, counsdal must arrange for transcript preparationwhenthe notice of appeal isfiled. The sentencing transcript
mug be provided in dl crimind cases. In attorney-handled cases, where there are pre-tria or tria exhibits,
appdlant is respongble for ensuring they are forwarded to the court. See 8th Cir. R. 10A. For exclusons of
physica evidence, see 8th Cir. R. 10A(b).
